I, Michael Dornbusch, duly elected treasurer 
of the Commodore Eight-Bit Boosters, am 
proposing to the executive board, (this is to ease 
the strain on the club treasury due to printing, 
arid postage of the club newsletter) raising the 
membership dues to a reasonable amount to 
sustain the club. I am also proposing that we 
discontinue to mail newsletters to other groups 
who don't exchange with us and non members 
of the Eight-Bit Boosters. A four page 
newsletter cost the treasury sixty-five cents ^o 
send..

The good news is we have ¥ildcat Version 4.0 
and the bad news is it will take some time to 
install it. More good news. I finally contacted 
the author of Color 64 and we will have the 
latest Version, 8.02, with networking^coming 
soon. It will be able to run at a lightening speed 
of 28.8K baud. The bad news is we only have a 
14.4K baud modem. More bad news for other 
local sysops is yes, the commodore 64 will run 
faster than 2400 baud so call us up for a demo.
